The new legal body consists of 17 chapters and 182 articles, which contain the regula- 
tions governing radio amateurs in Cuba. It includes an important group of modifications 
with respect to the previous Regulation, including new authorized bands, extension of the 
expiration period of Licenses, Capacity Certificates and regulations for the importation of 
equipment, antennas and other accessories. 

Cuba has adopted the approach of listing permitted modes by band with up to 31 
Emission Designators specified for some bands. A drawback of attempting to list every 
possible Emission Designator for each band is that some will inevitably be missed. For 
example, the new regulations do not appear to include the F7W and FXE designators for D 
-STAR and DMR. 

Cuba has three classes of license - 1st Class - Prefix CO — 2 000 watts max; 2nd Class - 
Prefix CM - 100 watts max and 3rd Class - prefix CL - 10 watts max

Diplomas (electronically sent) will be available 
to activators, chasers and SWL registered on SOTA’s Database and after the upload of 
their day’s logs.

about using the first ones for my stacks. That's what actually started Array Solutions, it was the first product and demand for it 
came from the NCJ article." 


What is regarded as a Lighthouse for the International Lighthouse and Lightship Weekend event? 

Lighthouse: Generally regarded as a structure which is or has 
been listed officially as an aid to navigation in a recognized publica- 
tion such as the British Admiralty List of Light and Foghorns and 
which falls into the classic concept of a lighthouse. For example, a 
substantial tower having an internal staircase, a revolving Fresnel 
lens and had or has a designated lighthouse keeper. Also permitted 
are lighthouses which have been moved to a museum for historic 
reasons. 

But, the fact that a light has been listed in official documents 
such as the "British Admiralty List of Lights and Foghorns", the 
"USCG Light List" or the "NGA List of Lights, Radio Aids and Fog Sig- 
nals" and for example, on the ARLHS list of lights, does not automatically qualify the structure for this event. Such lights as 
range lights, channel markers, skeletal towers and break wall lights will probably not be accepted. Examples of some lights 
which have been submitted for the event, but which have been rejected can be seen on hitps://illw.net/index.php/ 
rejects.html. 

Remember, the operation from faux or false lighthouses, lights on poles, lights that no longer exist, etc. is discouraged as 
they are not within the spirit of the event.
